Madison county republicans instruc- 
ted their delegates to the district and 
state conventions next week tovote for 
instructions for Warren G. Harding, 
of Ohio for the presidential nomina- 
tion. The convention also re-elected 
the old county committee, after an ef- 
fort had been made in the Resolutions 
Committee to make a few changes. 
"The report of the Resolutions commit- 
tee in this regard was changed on the 
floor of the convention by a vote of 
32 to 17. By motion of Robert R. 
Bumam, Jr., seconded by W. O. Mays, 
the friends of the old committee won 
out by that vote. The resolution en- 
dorsing the candidacy of Senator 
Harding and instructing for him was 

offered by Capt. VV. T. Short, and wasi'*'^ ap^- an<^ provide 

adopted without opposition. 

The instruction for Senator Hard- 
ing will come as quite a surprise to 
many for it has been heralded 
broadcast by many republi- 
can newspapers that the republican 
leaders desire an uninstructed dele- 
gation to tho Chicago convention. 

The republican county convention 
was held in the county court room at 
.1 o'clock with about 60 present. The 
meeting was called to order by Coun- 
ty CSiairman W. O, Mays, who thank- 
ed the lepublicans of Madison county 
for the loyal manner in which they 
have stood behind him during the past 
four years. He said that he believed 
that they would soon be able to win 
Madinson over as a solidly republi- 
can county. 

County Judge W. K. Price was 
nominated for temporary chairman of 
the convention by Attorney C. C. Wal- 
lace and elected without opposition, 
and Editor E. B. Smith was chosen 
secretary, the same way. Judge Price 
made a vigorous republican speech in 
taking the chair in which he predict- 
ed an ovcnvhelrning victory .for his 
party in the coming presidential elec- 
ion.

BankPeposits Increase 

Bank deposits for 1920 taxa- 
tion in Kentucky amount to 
$259,901.CM6 from , which the 
revemie will be;?259^901. Under 
the old ta:i p{ Kentucky the 
revenue from this source for 
1917 was $61,474,58. ahhough the 
tax rate was 55 cents on the hun- 
dred dollars instead of 10 cents 
at present. 

Under the old system sugar 
bowl and stockinj^s banks flour- 
ished, says Ben Marshall, secre- 
tary of the Suae Tax Commis- 
sion. Under the new tax law, 
coincident with the general pros- 
perity in the state ,in lour years 
bank deposits have jumped from 
$11,177,190 to .«25n9O],04O on 
July 1. 1919. , Banks now are 
assessed at eighty-five per cent 
of their - capital s"tock plus the 
surplus but occasionally the Tax 
Commission gets a report from a 
count}' including bank deposits in 
this classification, one bank hav- 
ing been assessed at $135,000. 
whose capital stock and suriTlus 
amounted to only $10,t)0U- In- 
tangible property assessed in

O^Brien of 
Paris, giving , hia vieWs upon the 
shooting into. the mob at Lexington 
a few Weeks Ago. Mr. O'Brien was an 
eye wiljaess of the, whole affair and 
expresses his vieWs very strongly. 
He says: 

EDITOR PARIS DEMOCRAT:— 

Honor to whom honor is due", and 
"Giving the Devil his dues," are 
synonymous terms and I dm more 
than wining, at all times to. give 
iany and everyone full credit for any 
meritoriou.s action performed, but, 
in common with most, I object to any 
one, public officials eispecially, being 
singled out as the objects of praise 
which, as is well known is oitirely 
undesei-ved. 

My reference is to the officials of 
the Sta^^<^ Kentucky and of Fay- 
ette cbifti^, wKo are beiiig given 
prea't cretlit at pie.sent for their he- 
roic defen.se of the Mlajesty of the 
law. My own impression is, — -and 
I think it is shared by the thou.sand.s 
who were in Lexington on thnt fate-' 
ful.day, — {that if tbc picture of the 
rx^nes in Lexington at that time, with 
a true account of what happenetl 
could be thrown upon the sci^eii where 
ovci yone could see, that the name of 
everyone connected v.ith this mo.^t 
damnable affair would be a hissintr 
Hnd a by-word in the mouths of all 

people, even those who are most op-^ 
posed to inob law. 
The action of the authorities in 

bringing Lockett to Lexington for tri- 
al under such circumstances was en- 
tirely unprecedented, but it was ap- 
parent from the beginninj? that the 
affair was not only being deliberate- 
ly staged, but the trial was to be used 
as a mean to gratify the vanity and 
advance the t)olitical interests of cer- 
tain persons in Frankfort and I^exing- 
ton by allowing them to pdse as the 
original and only upholders and de- 
fenders of the majesty of the law. 

Not only was the trial set for Coun- . 
ty Coui t-duy when a large crowd is 
always preset, but - every avenue ^of 
publicity WUs iised to in^ke 'the crowd ' 
^till larjser. In fact — and it was of- 
jtien commlnitfed 'iqMnr-^it wsk adver- 
tised like a iHtt^fr^rtnt,' circuf;. The 
scene in Lexington on that morning- 
reminded one of a holiday in Ancient 
cflome when the populace turned out 
:o celebiate the return of a conquer- 
ng hero at ^he head of his victorious 
egions . , 

i And this undoubtedly was the im- 
iression. sought to be conveyed. The 
jeople of ' the Bluej^raps \\ oie to be 
»ermitted for the tir.st time to paze 
ipon their Masters. 
Glancing over the .scene upon my 
nival atid noting the pieuarations 
nade to defend the prisoner and th 
nade to defend . the- prisoner and the 
ttitude of tH<)iie in f&iaree,.tlwre im- 
ediatcly <a^(^ -iiita n^y. nwSd th«^. im- 
ge of Simon Legrce. Therr attitude, 
tianslatcd into words .sGenie<l to be 
s follows:- "Slaves, look upon your 
rsters arid tremble. . We know why 
you are here and what you want. We 
know that the blood of the South- 
land is coursing hotly through your 
Veins. We know that your niinds and 
hearts are filled with a jtist and an 
hpnest rage. We know your over- 
whelming and ungovernable desire to 
wreck your vengence upon this fiend 
incarnate. We know your feelings 
are natural and justifiable and for 
that reason we have brought him hei-e 
for you to see. We will torment you 
with -tiie sight of him, anger you, ex- 
cite you, but if you dare to so much 
as raise a finger we will scourge you 
to your kennels, like the curs that you 
are." 

The.crDwd assembled seemed to sense 
all this, and under such circumstances 
it would hkve been miraculous indeed 
if some outbreak had not occiirred. 
Indeed it Tdbkeid as though one was 
desired. 

As I- see it the - responsibility for 
the tragedy rests solely and square 
ly upon the officials in Fi-ankfort and 
Lexington who sought to use such a 
horrible crime to advance their per 
sonal and political interests. Upon 
their .shoulders and upon their con- 
sciences re-sts the responsibility for all 
the blood shed that day — for the six 
men occuping untimely graves — for 
women made \vidows and children 
made orpbans. And to them also at- 
taches responsibility for sncb shame, 
if any, -whic^ may have been brought 
upon the State. 

Standing in front of the Interurban 
Station, which I had reached a few 
minutes before the shooting occurred, 
I viewed the scene. The street in 
front of the Court House was throng- 
ed with curious thousands. It seemed 
in no sense a nvob, in the general ac- 
ceptation of the ierm. Suddenly a 
shout went up and from the crowii 
some twenty or thirty men broke I66se 
and made ah effort to ascend the 
steps of the court house. At the top 
of these steps, which are about six 
or seven in number and about fourteen 
feet wide, stood a g^uard of soldiers 
Avith their jcoinmartling (^cer. I saw 



n^weaj)ons in the hands of the crowd 
heard no leports and saw no flash 
such as I must have ^een of pistols 
.had been discharged. I talked to 
hundreds of .people that day. and to 
numbers of other eye-witnesses since, 
and all of them unite in the statement- 
that no shots Wiere'flrted by-the^pferftorts 
in the crowd. The whole charge seems 
pteposterous. While this small band 
were making an effort to ascend the 
steps, with only bare hands, but .=;till 
willing to offer their defenseless 
breasts to the sliot and steel, which 
they knew awaitecl them> the rest of 
the crowd reinkined in ,the street, 
some forty oiv fifty, fe^t. 4^ Re^- 
mained pei-fectly guieis waiting and 
wratching only. 

Fioin where I stoo<l, with full view 
of eveiything that happened, I be- 
lieved — and I still believe — that the 
outbreak confined as it was to such 
a small number, could have been 
suppressed witboijit the necessity of 
firing a single shdt. 

Does any sane or sensible man be- 
lieve that two hundred soldiers, the 
sheriff and ail of his deputies and 
practically the entire police force of 
the city of Lejcington could"' have not 
turned back the on-rush of a mere 
handful of men -without the firing of a 
shot, had they so desired? It seems, 
however, that these who had staged 
this elaborate affair were determined

Men on the, street were. shot, wo- 
men in stores wounded. In all of the 

annals i f time, including even the in- 

■vas'on of Belgium by the German.?, 
thei-e has never bee a more willful, 
cckless — aye, malicious — disregarded 
for human life than was displayed that 
day. The indifference sho-wn as not 
only shocking, but absolutely un- 
hi'jnan. The ru.^h of terror-stricken 

women and children for shelter v/as 
the most awful si.ght I have ever be- 
held. Being crippled that day. I was 
almost swept off my feet by them in 
their mad flight, and in order to avoid 
it, had to get back to the boildine and 
brace myself against the -windo*/ in 
order to maintain my position and still 
see what was going on. And what I 
have said is no exaggeration, but a 
tiTio .statement of fact that can easi- 
ly be corroborated by the testimony 
of thousands of good citizens of the 
State. 

A strenuous effort has bene made 
by the defenders of those responsible 
for these occurances to convey the im- 
pressic-n that the wholesale slaughter, 
while regrettable, -was absolutely nec- 
essary in order to uphold the ihajesty 
of the law. Rut camoflage ie as they 
may, distort it as they will, the truth 
will out", and when the truth and the 
facts of this hideous crime are known 
to the people of Kentucky, they will 
— if I know them at all— rbe stirred to 
their very depths. 

It claimed by the defenders of the 
actions of that day that it was neces- 
saiy, in order that the law should be 
allowed to take its due, and natural 
course, and the defendant. Lockett re- 
ceived a fair and impartial trial. If 
this be adndtted as true, then the 
question becomes pertinent. Why af- 
ter all of the horrible slaughter, was 
he not given a fair and impartial trial 
and his legal rights, at least, protect- 
ed? 

If the acocunts of the trial, as they 
appeared in the Lexington papers are 
correct, and I assume that they are, 
as both papers are ardent upholders 
of the law, it would seem th^t to all 
intents and purposes, the defendant 
was as m-uch a -victim of "mob law" 
within the Fayette County Court 
House as he could possible have been 
if turned over to the crowd outside. 
.The only difference that I can see be- 
tween tiie two , procseedingp .is, that 
wlthiri he secur^ a lease olF thirty 
days on life while -without he would 
have been executed instantly. Notwith- 
standing that the majesty of the law 
was upheld, I do not imagine that any 
one connected with it will have teme- 
rity to claim that Lockett was g^iven 
either a fair or a legal triai. Who 
ever heard before, in any place or 
county where our system of juris- 
prudence prevails, where a defendant 
was forced into a trial before a jury, 
the members of which were not even 
asked as to whether or not they had 
formed or expressed an opinion as to 
the guilt or innocence of the accused ? 
Who ever before saw a defendant, ac- 
cused of a . capital offense, tried by a 
jury composed of men who were only 
asked if they had any scruples against 
capital punishment? Who ever heard 
before of a case in any court where 
the trial of a man charg'ed with mur 
der, the Prosecuting, Attorney was told 
to conclude his aiddress and. a- short 
time afterwards the jury ad-vised, by 
I a court official, to bring in a verdict 
I without leaving their seats? Is this 
the natural and orderly course of the 
law ? Is this the .sort of a fair, im- ,
